Hillen. says that he came to the res- 


cue of his mother, whom Hesslett was 


assaulting with a beer bottle, and that' 


in trying to save her, he was forced to 


shoot her assailant. 


Hesslett died shortly afterwards from 


his injuries. 


This forenoon Hellwig reported for 


work at the saloon in an Intoxicated 


condition. 
Mrs. Hillen reproached him 


for his fondness for liquor. 
This seem- 


ed to enrage ihim, for he In anger rush- 
ed at the woman and struck her a 
stinging blow in the face, 
cutting a 


gash under her eye and causing her 


face to swell so badly that her eye was 
almost closed. 


Mrs. Hillen grappled, with the enrag- 


ed man In an effort to protect herself 
from further assault, when .the drunk- 
en bartender bit her oh the wrist, ln^ 


dieting a deep laceration. 
At that mo- 


ment Robert Hillen, the son of the wo- 


man, rushed into the place and the two 
men grappled. 


Hellwig broke away and ran into a 


room in the rear and locked himself in. 
Hillen secured a revolver and battered 


on the door for admittance.

It was refused and he kicked in the 


lower panels of the door in his efforts 
to force a way to the assailant of his 


mother.

SEVEN MEMBERS OF THE COUNCIL VOTE 


TO GRANT FRANCHISE— SCHAFFER'S 


SPEECH FA VORING ORDINANCE. 


The new railroad will be allowed to 


come Into Oakland without being sub- 
jected 
to onerous restrictions. 
That 


was settled Saturday afternoon when 
the Council in Committee of the Whole 
voted to grant the San Francisco Term- 
inal 
& Ferry Company a franchise 


along Third street to the harbor front 
at the foot of Union street. 


As seven members voted to report fa- 


vorably, the passage of the ordinance 
Is assured. 
It was amended pursuant 


to an agreement entered into between 
the agents of the new company and 
representatives of the Southern Pacific 
whereby the San Francisco Terminal & 
Ferry Company shall install at its own 
expense an interlocking safety system 
at the Webster street crossing. 


"We think this railroad will benefit 


the people of the whole city of Oak- 
land," 
said 
Comicilman Schaffer in 


moving the adoption of the report. "It 
may slightly damage the property of 
a few persons, which is to be regretted, 
but that is unavoidable in al! cases of 
this kind, and where one will be Injured 
thousands will be benefitted, and 
the 


progress and welfare of Oakland great- 
ly aided. It must also be remembered 
that nearly all the property along the. 
line of this road will be greatly en- 
hanced ill value, and that the property- 
owned 
by some of those protestants 


will be greatly enhanced in value, and 
that the property owned by some of 
those protestants will be made valuable 
for factory sites. The Southern Pacific 
has 
a franchise 
along First street 


which 
is 80 feet and 9 Inches wide. 


Third street is 80 feet and 3 inches 
wide, with an 18 foot sidewalk. If more 
room is required we can obtain it by 
narrowing the sidewalk. The other in- 
conveniences complained of by the pro- 
testants will only be temporary. They 
can be corrected without denying^ this 
road the right to enter Oakland 'con- 
ferred by the charter. As for the claim 
that the new road should maintain the 
interlocking 
system at its own ex- 


pense, that is settled by Section 67 or 
the 
charter which provides that such 


crossings shall be maintained at the 
expense of both 'companies. We can- 
not amend the charter by ordinance." 


Wixson a-nd Wallace seconded 
the 


motion and the vote of those present 
was unanimous in its favor. 
1 


Prior to the vote there was a running 


talk between Schaffer, Wallace, Boyer, 
and 
Fitzgerald, and Messrs. Palmer, 


Moore, Reed, Nusbaumer and Bartlett 
relative to an agreement that had been 
entered into between the Southern Pa- 
cific and the new company. The strik- 
ing point was the cost of maintaining 
the interlocking system at the 
Web- 


ster street crossing. 
j 


"We came to an understanding- with 


the Southern Pacific Company that a 
grade crossing be established at Web- 
ster and Third streets with an inter- 
locking- system. The signal tower was 
to be erected at our expense," said Wal- 
ter J. Bartnett. 
] 


"Mr. Piilmer, -who represents 
the | 


Southern Paciric, is present and- will i 
bear me out." 


"What Mr. Bartnett says is true in a | 


sense," said Palmer, "but our under- { 
standing of the agreement is different.! 
We have agreed that .a grade crossing 
be established on Webster street with 
•tin i?:terJoclt)ng- system. 
The cost of 


this system and the tower is to be de- 
frayed by his company, which shall al- 
so boar the expense of maintenance. 
Bui the charter provides for the kind 
of an interlocking system that 
shall! 


be put in. 
That is not a mutter for ] 


us to agree between ourselves. 
That 


is a. matter governed by the charter. 
We believe the terms of this agree- 
ment and the kind-of interlocking sys- 
tem provided for in the charter 
'be 


inserted in the ordinance for our own 
protection." 


"We have no objection to putting in 


such an Interlocking 
system as 
the 


charter prescribes," rejoined Bartnett. 
"There is no dispute as to the terms 
of agreement. 
Those matters could all 


be covered by a contract between the 
parties, but I don't think they should 
be interjected into the ordinance." 


He went on to say that the agree- 


ment provided for an overhead cross- 
ing- at Twelfth avenue, to which 
Mr. 


Palmer assented. 


Moorse said he wanted to have in- 


serted in the 
ordinance 
a 
general 


clause, requiring tha 
San Francisco 


Terminal and Ferry Comoany to install 
and operate at Its own expense, a safe- 
ty interlocking system and watch tow- 
er wherever its line crosses the line of 
any other existing steam railroad. He 
said the details of how the crossings 
should be-made were a matter of con- 
tractual relations, but a contract could 
not supersede an ordinance. 
v 


"Mr. Bartnett wants a flat franchise. 


He wants the ordinance to be silent on 
that point." 


"We are willing to have Inserted in 


the ordinance that we shall install tb> 
safety interlocking- system and tower 
at our expense, hut we did not agree 
to maintain the same at our individual 
expense," said Bartnett. 


After some further 
dlsultory 
talk 


Wallace said he thought the commit- 
tee had heard enough 
to enable its 


members to agree if given a half hour 
in executive session. 


"I think so, too," said Schaffer. 
After a brief time In executive ses- 


sion Schaffer moved that the ordinance 
as amended, be reported favorably and 
it was so ordered by the votes of Wal- 
lace, Wixson, 
Fitzgerald, Cadman, 


Schaffer, Boyer and Bishop. There was 
no noes, Cuvellier, Courtney, 
Dornin 


and Ruch being absent.

revival of this pagan practice is detri- 
mental to the moral, spiritual and ma- 
terial progress of the people.

is 


heathenish, unchristian, contrary 
to 


God's laws and teachings, and tends to 
produce immorality among the people. 


"It is pagan only so far that it has 


been 
practiced by pagans alone and 


then to but one pagan country was the 
practice 
confined, 
and that country 


was Greece. As a matter of fact in no 
country did the practice become univer- 
sal 
and whenever performed natural 


feelings rebelled against it. 


"De Jorio, a practical excavator, says 


but-ial among the Greeks was to burn- 
ing as ten to one among the Romans 
as one to ten. [n Homeric times the 
practice was undoubtedly confined to 
the wealthy except in cases of great 
mortality or pestilence as shown by the 
truce 
to 
burn 
the 
dead 
In 
the 


Trojan war. It must be remembered 
that cremation was not practiced un- 
der the Biblical excuse from 'dust thou 
art, 
to dust Shalt thou return.' as the 
body was never reduced to dust only 
the flesh was burned from the bones.

"The Rabbis were always opposed io 
it and quoted the doctrine. 'Dust thou 
art and unto dust thou shalt return,' 
as a reason for interring the dead. 
Prom the very dawn of the history of 
the Jews entombment has always been 
the mode of disposing of the dead. 
"There is an instance of cremation 
mentioned in the Bible, where the act 
goes to show the abhorrence in which 
it was held. The incident is mentioned 
by thB prophet Amos. It was in a city 
that had been beseig-cd and ravaged by 
pestilence. The. dead must be disposed 
of and cremation is the only resource, 
but the horror which it raised in the 
Hebrew is vividly told. The Uncle, the 
last one left in the house,turns cremat- 
or, and the last ot the inmates being 
thus dealt with the solitary housekeep- 
er is asked 'Any more yet?' and replies, 
'None.' To which the kinsman replies 
'Hush!; no mention of the sacred name,' 
either as unsuited to such a charnel- 
hou.se atmosphere or as desecrated by 
association with the burning- of human 
remains. 


"When the mariners have been ship- 
wrecked and the lot is cast that one 
mpst die to sustain the rest we are hor- 
rified at this cannibalism, and yet in a 
measure we seem to justify it as the 
extremity of dire distress. In the same 
manner did the Jew justify cremation.
